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GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE, NEW ITEMS 

GENERAL DEBATE CONTINUED IN THE GA OCT. 4 WITH STATEMENTS BY 
FOREIGN MINISTERS OF THE UKRAINE. INDIA. GDR, MEXICO, HUNGARY, 

JAMAICA, NIGERIA, MONGOLIA AND GUINEA AND DEPUTY FOREIGN 
MINISTER OF ALBANIA. WITHOUT OBJECTION THE GA APPROVED THE 
GENERAL COMMITTEE RECOMMENDATIONS TO INSCRIBE NEW ITEMS ON 
"DRAFTING OF AN INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION AGAINST THE TAKING 
OF HOSTAGES" AND ON "CONCLUSION OF A WORLD TREATY ON THE NON-USE 
OF FORCE IN INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS." THE HOSTAGES ITEM WAS 
ALLOCATED TO COMMITTEE 6. AND THE NON-USE OF FORCE TO COMMITTEE 
1 AND WILL BE, "AT THE APPROPRIATE STAGE, REFERRED TO THE 
SIXTH COMMITTEE FOR EXAMINATION OF ITS LEGAL IMPLICATIONS." 

PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) SAID IT WAS HIS UNDERSTANDING 
THAT THE LATTER ITEM WOULD BE REFERRED TO THE SIXTH COMMITTEE 
"PROMPTLY ON THE COMPLETIION OF ITS CONSIDERATION IN THE 
FIRST COMMITTEE." GENERAL DEBATE SPEAKERS LISTED FOR OCT. 5 ARE: 
DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, CHINA, UK, LAOS, IRAQ, DEMOCRATIC KAMPUCHEA, 

EL SALVADOR, ARGENTINA, CHILE AND MOZAMBIQUE. 

UKRAINE SSR 

FOREIGN MINISTER SHEVEL OF THE UKRAINIAN SOVIET 

SOCIALIST REPUBLIC IN HIS ADDRESS TO PLENARY BROADLY RESTATED 

THE THEMES CONTAINED IN SOVIET FOREIGN MINISTER GROMYKO S 

ADDRESS. WHILE PRAISING DETENTE HE WARNED THAT "NUMEROUS 

MASS MEDIA ORGANS IN THE WEST AND OFTEN SOME PROMINENT 

FIGURES" ATTEMPT TO INTERFERE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF 

OTHER COUNTRIES. TURNING TO AFRICA, SHEVEL SAID "ONE CANNOT 

BUT BECOME APPREHENSIVE SEEING THE EFFORTS, WHICH HAVE 

RECENTLY BECOME SO FREQUENT, ON THE PART OF SOME PROTECTORS 

OF SOUTH AFRICA AND SOUTH RHODESIA TO SAVE THE RACIST REGIMES 

FROM INEVITABLE DEFEAT..." HE CONCLUDED HIS ADDRESS BY OFFERING 

THE "THIRD WORLD" A WARNING AGAINST THE CLAIMS OF THE 

CAPITALIST STATES THAT THE PROBLEMS OF UNDERDEVELOPMENT CAN 

ONLY BE OVERCOME THROUGH A MARKET ECONOMY. (REPEATED INFO MOSCOW) 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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INDIA - 

FOREIGN MINISTER CHAVAN EMPHASIZED THE FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

IPOZ - CHAVAN WELCOMED GROMYKO'S STATEMENT THAT THE USSR 
HAD "NO INTENTION" OF BUILDING MILITARY BASES IN THE INDIAN 
OCEAN AND WAS PREPARED TO DISCUSS WITH OTHER STATES THE 
RECIPROCAL REDUCTION OF MILITARY ACTIVITIES IN THE AREA. 

CHAVAN HOPED THAT "OTHER GREAT POWERS" WOULD RECIPROCATE 
SO THAT "EXISTING FOREIGN MILITARY BASES SUCH AS DIEGO 
GARCIA ARE ELIMINATED." 

NUCLEAR PROLIFERATION - HE WAS "SURPRISED" THAT ATTEMPTS HAVE 
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BEEN MADE TO LINK AND "CONFUSE” THE QUESTION OF NON-PROLIFERATION 
OF NUCLEAR WEAPONS WITH THE "LEGITIMATE RIGHT" OF MEMBER STATES 
TO ENGAGE IN PROGRAMS OF PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY. 

DISARMAMENT - CHAV AN STATED THAT WAR CONTINUED TO BE LIKELY 
DESPITE THE "VAST RESOURCES" USED TO CREATE THE "SO-CALLED 
BALANCE OF STRATEGIC POWER". HE CONSIDERED IT SIGNIFICANT 
THAT SECSTATE KISSINGER WARNED THE GA THAT CURRENT REGIONAL 
CRISES COULD GROW INTO LARGER CONFLICTS. CITING THE "URGENT" 

NEED FOR A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE, CHAV AN STATED THAT 
A SPECIAL SESSION OF THE GA ON DISARMAMENT MIGHT BE A "USEFUL 
PREPARATION". HE CALLED THE SOVIET PROPOSAL FOR A TREATY 
ON THE NON-USE FORCE A "POSITIVE STEP". 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - ON ZIMBABWE, CHAV AN ASSERTED THAT ANY 
CONSITUTIONAL CONFERENCE SHOULD FOLLOW THE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
MAIORITY RULE. HE URGED UN REJECTION OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN 
GOVERNMENT BANTUSTAN POLICY. 

TERRORISM - CALLING THE FRG INITIATIVE ON HOSTAGES "TIMELY", 

CHAV AN HOPED THE CONVENTION WOULD BE DRAFTED IN SUCH A WAY 
TO SECURE WIDEST POSSIBLE SUPPORT. 

FARAKKA BARRAGE - CHAVAN EXPRESSED DISAPPOINTMENT OVER THE 
FACT THAT BANGLADESH HAD BROUGHT "CERTAIN MISCONCEIVED 
ALLEGATIONS" BEFORE THIS GA. HE REITERATED HIS BELIEF 
THAT "THE DISCUSSION OF THIS QUESTION IN THE UN WILL ONLY 
SERVE TO COMPLICATE THE SITUATION AND COME IN THE WAY OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BILATERAL NEGOTIATIONS." 

INDO-PAKISTANI RELATIONS - CALLING JAMMU AND KASHMIR AN 
"INTEGRAL PART" OF INDIA, CHAVAN CHARACTEREIZED PAKISTANI 
REFERENCE TO SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS OF THE YEARS 1948 
AND 1949 TO THESE AREAS AS "UNREALISTIC". INSTEAD, CHAVAN 
CALLED THE SIMBA AGREEEMTN A "PRACTICAL AND REALISTIC BASIS" 

FOR OVERCOMING ALL OBSTACLES TO FRIENDLY RELATIONS BETWEEN 
THE TWO COUNTRIES. 

NORTH/SOUTH - STATING THAT LCD'S ARE FACED WITH EITHER DEFAULT 
ON EXTERNAL DEBT OR SUPPRESSION OF INTERNAL GROWTH, CHAVAN 
URGED THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO DEVISE "MUTUALLY AGREED 
NORMS FOR AFFORDING REALISTIC AND IMMEDIATE RELIEF TO 
DEBTOR COUNTRIES". CHAVAN CHARACTERIZED CIEC PROGRESS AS 
"SLOW". 

LOS - HE WARNED AGAINST UNILATERAL EXPLOITATION OF DEEP SEABEDS 
BY TECHNOLOGICALLY ADVANCED COUNTRIES. 

VIETNAM AND ANGOLA - REAFFIRMING SUPPORT FOR THEIR ADMISSION TO 
THE UN, CHAVAN EXPECTED "A CHANGE OF HEART" IN THE UN AND THAT 
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VIETNAM AND ANGOLA WOULD SOON BE ADMITTED. 

THE PAKISTANI REPRESENTATIVE ASSERTED THAT THE PEOPLE OF JAMMU 
AND KASHMIR ARE ENTITLED TO THEIR RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. 
HE STATED THAT THE FACT THAT THIS RIGHT HAS NOT BEEN EXERCISED 
DOES NOT MAKE THE RIGHT "OBSOLETE." 

THE INDIAN REPRESENTATIVE THEN RESERVED INDIA'S RIGHT TO 
REPLY AT A LATER DATE. (REPEATED INFO NEW DELHI 

ALBANIA - 

ALBANIA'S DEP. FOREIGN MINISTER REIS MALILE 
IN A CAUSTIC PLENARY ADDRESS LAID THE BLAME FOR ALL 
INTERNATIONAL PROBLEMS AT THE DOOR OF THE FORCES OF 
IMPERIALISM, COLONIALISM. AND NEO-COLONIALISM, SINGLING 
OUT THE US AND USSR. HE CHARGED THAT THE SALT NEGOTIATIONS 
WERE A FARCE, CALLED FOR LIQUIDATION OF NATO AND THE 
WARSAW PACT, AND DENOUNCED THE PRESENCE OF US IMPERIALISM 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IN KOREA INCLUDING A CALL FOR THE WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS 
AND DISSOLUTION OF THE UN COMMAND. TAKING UP THE CRY OF 
THE "MEDITERRANEAN FOR THE MEDITERRANEANS", HE CASTIGATED 
THE TWO "SUPERPOWERS" FOR AUGMENTING THEIR FLEETS IN THE 
MEDITERRANEAN AND PRAISED EGYPT FOR ITS EVICTION OF SOVIET 
VESSELS FROM ITS PORTS. RE AFRICA. HE RIDICULED THE EFFORTS 
OF HIGH OFFICIALS OF THE US GOVERNMENT IN THEIR ATTEMPTS 
TO GET A SETTLEMENT IN SOUTHERN AFRICA BECAUSE, HE SAID, 

THE US IS AMONG THE "MOST ARDENT" DEFENDERS OF THE RACIST 
REGIMES. MALILE ALSO CONDEMNED FRG "REVANCHIST" TENDENCIES 
AND CASTIGATED THE FRG FOR NOT PAYING WAR REPARATIONS TO 
ALBANIA FOR THE "BARBARIC CRIMES" PERPETRATED BY THE NAZI S 
DURING WWII. REIS MALILE PRAISED THE PRC FOR OPPOSING 
THE HEGOMONY OF THE TWO SUPERPOWERS. 
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GERMAN DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC - 

FORIGN MINISTER OSKAR FISCHER STATED THAT IT WAS TO NO 
ONE'S "ADVANTAGE" TO REQUESTION THE EUROPEAN POST-WAR ORDER. 

HE CONSIDERED THIS ORDER TO HAVE BEEN "DOCUMENTED AND SEALED" 

IN THE FINAL ACT OF THE HELSINKI CONFERENCE. NOTING THE 
"COMMON KNOWLEDGE" THAT GDR AND FRG ARE TWO "SOVEREIGN 
STATES INDEPENDENT OF EACH OTHER", FISCHER WARNED AGAINST ANY 
ATTEMPTS TO DENY THE INTERNATIONAL CHARACTER OF THEIR COMMON 
FRONTIER. HE STATED THAT THE HELSINKI A G R F ERMENT WAS THE BASIS 
FOR THE CONDUCT OF GDR'S FOREIGN POLICY. 

FISCHER REAFFIRMED GDR'S POSTIONS ON SUCH ISSUES 
AS THE MIDDLE EAST, CYPRUS, KOREA, IOPZ. SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

AND ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT, FOLLOWING THE COMMUNIST BLOC LINE. 

(REPEAT INFO BONN AND BERLIN) 

MEXICO - 

IN HIS ADDRESS TO PLENARY, MEXICO'S FOREIGN MINISTER 
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GARCIA ROBLES RECAPITULATED IN GREAT DETAIL RECENT ECONOMIC 
AND POLITICAL EVENTS IN MEXICO. WITH FREQUENT CITATION OF 
PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA, HE ALSO SPOKE IN GENERAL TERMS ON A 
VARIETY OF FOREIGN POLICY ISSUES RECAPITULATING MEXICO'S 
FOREIGN POLICY LINE. 

LOS - HE SAID THIRD-WORLD NATIONS HAVE "INALIENABLE RIGHTS" 

TO OCEAN RESOURCES. HE SUPPORTED THE CREATION OF A 200-MILE 
EXCLUSIVE ECONOMIC ZONE AND THE PLACING OF THE AREA BEYOND THIS 
ZONE UNDER SOME TYPE OF INTERNATIONAL AUTHORITY. 

DISARMAMENT - WITHOUT SPECIFYING MEXICAN INTENTIONS AT THE 
CURRENT UNGA. GARCIA ROBLES FOCUSED ON SIX DISARMAMENT ISSUES. 

HE RECALLED PREVIOUS UNGA RESOLUTIONS (DRAFTED BY MEXICO) 
CONDEMNING ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON TEST, "REGRETTING" LACK OF PROGRESS 
IN SALT, AND "DEFINING" NUCLEAR- WEAPON-FREE ZONE CONCEPT AS WELL 
AS "PRINCIPAL OBLIGATIONS" OF NUCLEAR- WEAPON STATES TOWARD SUCH 
ZONES. IN ADDITION" HE RECALLED MEXICAN DRAFT PROTOCOL ON 
PROHIBITION OF NUCLEAR- WEAPON TESTS SUBMITTED TO 1975 NPT REVIEW 
CONFERENCE AND CITED MEXICAN CONTRIBUTION TO COLOMBO 
DECLARATION’S RE-ENDORSEMENT OF A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND ITS INTERIM CALL FOR A SPECIAL UNGA SESSION ON DISARMAMENT. 

AS "ANOTHER EXAMPLE OF A POSITIVE CONTRIBUTION BY MEXICO 
IN THE FIELD OF DISARMAMENT," GARCIA ROBLES CITED MEXICAN 
OBIECTIONS TO THE ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION CONVENTION NEGOT- 
IATED BY THE CCD. HE REFERRED TO MEXICAN WORKING PAPER (CCD/5 16) 
SETTING OUT REASONS WHY MEXICO "CONSIDERS IT EXTREMELY 
ALARMING THAT IT HAS BEEN POSSIBLE TO THINK OF LEGITIMIZING 
IN AN INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION SUCH MONSTROUS ACTIONS AS THE 
DELIBERATE MANIPULATION OF NATURAL PROCESSES SO AS TO CAUSE 
EARTHQUAKES, TYPHOONS, CYCLONES," ETC. 

NORTH/SOUTH - HE REITERATED SUPPORT OF NIEO AND REVIEWED MEXICO'S 
PARTICIPATION IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF THIRD- WORLD ECONOMIC POLICY. 

HE EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR A GLOBAL SYSTEM OF TRADE PREFERENCES 
FOR DEVLOPING COUNTRIES, REVISED COMMODITY AGREEMENTS, AND A 
COMMON FUND. HE ALSO STATED THAT EVEN THOUGH THE CHARTER OF 
ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES IN JUNCTION WITH THE RESOLUTIONS 
APPROVED BY THE 6TH SPECIAL SESSION CONSTITUTE THE BASIS FOR 
NIEO IT IS FOR FROM BEING COMPLETE. 

TERRORISM - GARCIA ROBLES DECRIED THE "LONG-RANGE" ASSASSINATIONS 
OF EXCELLENT MEN BY "FASCISTS" SUCH AS THOSE THAT OCCURRED IN 
WASHINGTON, DC, ROME AND ELSEWHERE. (REPEATED INFO MEXICO) 

HUNGARY - 

FOREIGN MINISTER FRIGYER PUJA STATED THAT THE DEVELOPMENT 
OF BILATERAL RELATIONS BETWEEN SOCIALIST AND CAPITALIST 
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COUNTRIES WAS OF "PARAMOUNT IMPORTANCE" TO INCREASING 
PEACE AND SECURITY. HE NOTED THE "OUTSTANDING ROLE" PLAYED BY 
THE US AND USSR IN FOSTERING DETENTE AND HOPED THIS 
"CONSTRUCTIVE COOPERATION" WOULD CONTINUE. IN THE AREA OF 
EUROPEAN COOPERATION PUJA URGED THE CREATION OF AN "INSTITUTIONAL 
FRAMEWORK" FOR RELATIONS BETWEEN THE EEC AND CEMA. 

CALLING FOR UN ASSISTANCE IN THE RECONSTRUCTION OF INDOCHINA. 

PUJA ALSO ASSERTED THAT THE "STATES BEARING PRIMARY RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR THE SUFFERING" SHOULD "COMPLY WITH THEIR OBLIGATIONS UNDER 
INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS" TO ASSIST STATES IN THIS AREA. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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PUJA REITERATED POLICIES IDENTIFIED WITH MEMBERS OF THE 
WARSAW PACT ON ISSUES SUCH AS THE MIDDLE EAST, CYPRUS, KOREA 
AND SOUTHERN AFRICA. (REPEATED INFO BUDAPEST) 

JAMAICA - 

JAMAICA'S FOREIGN MINISTER THOMPSON IN A PLENARY 
ADDRESS SPOKE ON A WIDE NUMBER OF FOREIGN POLICY ISSUES 
INCLUDING: 

UN MEMBERSHIP HE EXPRESSED HOPE THAT OBSTACLES IN THE 
PATH OF ADMISSION FOR VIETNAM AND ANGOLA WOULD SOON BE 
REVOVED. 

USE OF VETO - THOMPSON DECRIED ABUSE OF THE VETO BY 

SOME MAJOR POWERS IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL WHICH ONLY BLOCKS 

THE WILL OF AN OBVIOUS MAJORITY. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - IN REGARD TO RECENT DIPLOMATIC INITIATIVES, 
THOMPSON DECLARED THAT THE TERMS OF ANY SETTLEMENT FOR THE 
LIBERATION OF RHODESIA MUST BE DICTATED BY THE "FRONT-LINE 
WARRIORS OF LIBERATION" AND NOT BY BELATED DIPLOMACY WHICH 
WOULD ONLY SERVE TO "PERPETUATE AND ENTRENCH" AN ILLEGAL 
RACIST REGIME. HE STATED THAT A JUST SETTLEMENT OF THE 
NAMIBIA QUESTION MUST INCLUDE TWO BASIC PRINCIPLES: SWAPO 
MUST BE ALLOWED TO FULLY PARTICIPATE IN CONSTITUTIONAL 
DISCUSSIONS AND FREE ELECTIONS MUST BE SUPERVISED BY EXTERNAL 
MACHINERY ACCEPTABLE TO BLACK AFRICA. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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MIDDLE EAST THOMPSON CALLED FOR THE EARLY RESUMPTION 
OF THE GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE WHICH WOULD INCLUDE 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PLO. HE ALSO NOTED THE "INCREASING 
COLLABORATION BETWEEN ISRAEL AND THE PRETORIA REGIME." 

CYPRUS - FM STATED THE SOVEREIGNTY AND INDEPENDENCE OF 
CYPRUS "HAS BEEN SACRIFICED ON THE ALTAR OF BIG-POWER 
MILITARY RELATIONSHIPS." HE URGED A SETTLEMENT BASED ON 
THE PHASED WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN TROOPS COUPLED 
WITH THE RESUMPTION OF MEANINGFUL NEGOTIATIONS. 

CHARTER REVISION - IN REGRAD TO ARTICLE 33. THOMPSON CALLED 
FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF APPROPRIATE MACHINERY UNDER AN 
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INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION FOR THE PURPOSE OF DETERMINING 
UNIVERSALLY APPLICABLE CRITERIA FOR THE RIGHT OF PARTICIPATION 
IN PEACE NEGOTIATIONS BASED ON REAL AND IDENTIFIABLE INTERESTS. 

TERRORISM - HE NOTED WITH INTEREST FRG PROPOSAL ON HOSTAGES 
BUT HOPED THAT ANY RESOLUTION PASSED WOULD NOT CREATE 
POSSIBILITIES FOR VIOLATION OF INTERNATIONAL LAW IN 
SECURING THE RELEASE OF HOSTAGES. 

DECOLONIZATION - THOMPSON URGED THE GA TO TAKE URGENT MEASURES 
TO ENSURE THE EXERCISE OF THE INALIENABLE RIGHT OF THE PEOPLE 
OF BELIZE TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE. 

DE-STABILIZATION - JAMAICAN FM NOTED WITH CONCERN "INCREASING 
INTERFERENCE IN THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF STATES." THIS 
INTERFERENCE INCLUDED POLITICS OF PRESSURE AND DOMINATION, 

ECONOMIC SUBVERSION AND MEASURES CALCULATED TO DISRUPT 

AND DESTABILIZE THE INDEPENDENCE OF SOVEREIGN STATES. HE URGED THE IN 

TERNATIONAL COMMUNITY TO BRING THIS ISSUE 

UNDER CLOSE SCRUTINY AND PROVIDE APPROPRIATE SOLUTIONS. 

NORTH/SOUTH - THOMPSON STATED THAT THE "ACID TEST" IN 
DETERMINING THE DEVELOPED WORLDS' CONCERN FOR LDC S 
WILL TAKE PLACE DURING THE NEGOTIATIONS ON PRIMARY 
COMMODITIES AND THE COMMON FUND. 

THE GUATEMALAN REPRESENTATIVE EXPRESSED HIS SURPRISE 

OVER THE JAMAICAN STATEMENT THAT THE INDEPENDENCE OF BELIZE 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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WAS BEING DELAYED DUE TO THE THREAT OF GUATEMALAN AGGRESSION. 

DECLARING THAT BELIZE WAS AN "INTEGRAL PART” OF GUATEMALAN 
TERRITORY. THE GUATEMALAN REPRESENTATIVE STATED THAT 
NEGOTIATIONS WITH THE UK WERE MAKING "PROGRESS." IN LIGHT 
OF THESE NEGOTIATIONS, THE GUATEMALAN PROCLAIMED THE JAMAICAN 
STATEMENT "IRRELEVANT." 

THE UK REPRESENTATIVE ANNOUNCED THE BRITISH AIM TO TERMINATE 
THEIR SOVEREIGNTY OVER BELIZE AND GIVE THE PEOPLE THE 
RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. HE REITERATED HIS HOPE THAT 
THROUGH NEGOTIATION AND SELF-DETERMINATION, A "PEACEFUL 
AND HONORABLE SOLUTION" COULD BE FOUND. (REPEATED INFO KINGSTON, 

LONDON) 

- NIGERIA - 

MOST OF GA ADDRESS BY NIGERIAN COMMISSIONER FOR EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS GARBA CONCERNED SOUTHERN AFRICA PROBLEMS, AND HE 
CAUTIONED THAT THE 3 1ST GA WILL BE JUDGED BY ITS REACTION 
TO RAPIDLY CHANGING DEVELOPMENTS THERE. TOUCHING ONLY 
INDIRECTLY ON US-UK EFFORTS, HE WARNED THAT VORSTER SHOULD 
NOT BE GIVEN "A TICKET OF RESPECTABILITY FOR A ROLE HE 
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HAS NOT YET PLAYED." 

SOUTH AFRICA - GARBA DID NOT SEE IN VORSTER'S POLICY 
ANY BASIC SHIFT TOWARD EITHER ZIMBABWE OR NAMIBIA. AND 
ASSERTED THAT RECENT "ADULATION" OF VORSTER WAS "MIS- 
PLACED AND UNACCEPTABLE." ON NAMIBIA, HE SUPPORTED THE JANUARY 
1976 SC RESOLUTION 385. 

ZIMBABWE - WE BELIEVED NATIONALIST MILITARY PRESSURE,

MONGOLIAN FOREIGN MINISTER DUGERSUREN'S ADDRESS TO 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY DEPICTED THE INTERNATIONAL SCENE AS

BY THE SOVIET UNION AND THE IMPERIALIST WESTERN CAMP DOMINATED

WDC, ETC.). STRESSING MONGOLIA'S ROLE AS AN ASIAN COUNTRY, HE 

HAILED THE CHANGES OF REGIMES IN VIETNAM. LAOS, AND KAMPUCHEA 

AS CONTRIBUTING TO THE IMPROVEMENT OF THE POLITICAL CLIMATE 

IN ASIA. ON KOREA, HE DESCRIBED THE US MILITARY PRESENCE UNDER 

UN AUSPICES AS THE "PRINCIPAL OBSTACLE" TO A PEACEFUL 

SOLUTION. HE ADOPTED STANDARD EASTERN-BLOC POSITIONS ON THE MIDDLE 
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EAST, CHILE AND SOUTHERN AFRICA. FINALLY, HE CHARGED THE 
WESTERN POWERS WITH MAINTAINING A NEGATIVE APPROACH TO THE 
ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL PROBLEMS OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 

GUINEA - 

FOREIGN MINISTER FILY CISSOKO EMPHASIZED THE

LOS - CISSOKO URGED THE IMMEDIATE CREATION OF AN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ENTERPRISE TO EXPLOIT DEEP SEABED RESOURCES. HE MAIN- 
TAINED THAT THE ENTERPRISE COULD THEN FINANCE UN 
ACTIVITIES AND HENCE END THE "CONTROL" OF THE UN BY 
THOSE WHO PRESENTLY MAKE THE LARGEST CONTRIBUTIONS. 

CYPRUS - CISSOKO WARNED THAT PREPARATIONS ARE NOW 
BEING MADE TO "TURN CYPRUS INTO A NATO BASE."

GENERAL COMMITTEE - FRG AND SOVIET ITEMS 

THE COMMITTEE RECOMMENDED WITHOUT OBJECTION OCT.4 THE 
INCLUSION IN THE GA AGANDA OF ADDITIONAL ITEMS ON "DRAFTING OF AN 
INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION AGAINST THE TAKING OF HOSTAGES," 
PROPOSED BY THE FRG, AND "CONCLUSION OF A WORLD TREATY ON THE 
NON-USE OF FORCE IN INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS," PROPOSED BY THE 
SOVIET UNION. THE COMMITTEE RECOMMENDED 

THAT THE HOSTAGES ITEM BE ALLOCATED TO COMMITTEE 6. FOLLOWING 
DISCUSSION OF WHETHER THE NON-USE OF FORCE ITEM SHOULD BE 
ALLOCATED TO COMMITTEE 1 OR COMMITTEE 6, IT WAS AGREED, AT 
PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE'S (SRI LANKA) SUGGESTION, THAT IT 
INITIALLY BE RECOMMENDED FOR ALLOCATION TO COMMITTEE 1 AND, 
THEREAFTER, "AT AN APPROPRIATE STAGE," TRANSFERRED TO 
COMMITTEE 6, WHERE THE ITEM'S LEGAL ASPECTS COULD BE CONSIDERED.

FOREIGN MINISTER GROMYKO HAD DESCRIBED IN HIS GA STATEMENT, 

WOULD BE CONSIDERED IN COMMITTEE 1. IT WAS A POLITICAL QUESTION - 
HOW TO SPREAD THE PROCESS OF DETENTE TO ALL. LAI YA-LI 
(CHINA) CALLED THE SOVIET ITEM "OUT AND OUT FRAUD," AND 
"SHOP- WORN TRASH." IT WAS "A MOCKERY OF COMMON SENSE THAT A 
SUPERPOWER WHICH HAD BEEN FRANTICALLY ENGAGED IN INTENSIFIED ARMS 
EXPANSION AND WAR PREPARATIONS AND HAS CONSTANTLY USED FORCE OR 
THREAT OF FORCE AS A MEANS TO CARRY OUT AGGRESSION AND

NON-USE OF FORCE AND PEDDLE SUCH ... TRASH AS SHAM DISARMAMENT

AMB BENNETT SUGGESTED THAT SINCE THE SOVIET UNION PROPOSED A 
DRAFT TREATY WHICH REQUIRED EXHAUSTIVE ANALYSIS BY AN EXPERT 
BODY AND RAISED SERIOUS AND COMPLEX LEGAL ISSUES, THE ITEM 
SHOULD BE ALLOCATED TO COMMITTEE 6. THE UK, COLOMBIA
